Newsman in limbo 


JAMES NIELSON tells the story of Buenos Aires publisher Jacobo Timerman, 
who was arrested by the Argentine regime in April 1977. Although no formal 
charges have been filed the Jewish newsman is still under house arrest. 


buying into banks in New York 
and Brussels and involving 
themselves in a tangled multitude 
of enterprises. Some money from 
a. Graiver bank was loaned to La 
Opinion, and it was this that gave 
the right-wing military the link 
they needed to connect Timerman 
with subversion. But, as has since 
been tirelessly pointed out, one 
cannot blame a bank's customers 
for the miadeeds, real or alleged, 
of the bank's presidents.

Rehov Lilienblum waa one of 


the first seven strecta that made 
up that innocent quarter. The 
main strect, Rehov Herzl, was 
named by the inhabitants 
themselves, without virtue of 
committee actlon. The other aix — 
from north to south, Montefiore, 
Hashahar, Ahad Ha'tAm, 
Rothschild, Lilienblum, and 
Ychuda Halevy — were volubly 
discussed by the founding fathers 
in the winter of 1909-10, when the 
first 60 houses were being built. 
The Ahuzat Bayit committse 
came to its street-name decisions 


after the new community's firat 


“'eTy Bi'shvat'’ tree-planting 


celebration. It was about this time 
that the name Tel Aviv itself was 
chosen for the Ahuzat Bayit pro- 
ject, beating out such other catchy 
candidates as Aviva, Ivriya and 
Yefeflya. 

Rehov Hashahar, incidentally, 
a once charming thoroughfare 
running to Ahad Ha'Am along the 
Herzliya Gymnasia, refers not to 
the city's rosy dawn but to the 
Hebrew journal of that name, 
edited and largely written by 
Peretz Smolenskin (1840-85), in 
which, of course, Lilienblum 
appeared. 

The purpose, at that early Tel 
Aviv meeting, had been to honour 
Smolenskin the man, a writer 
(some of whose essays ran to 
several hundreds of pages), 
whose message of cultural and 
national unity had great impact 
on Russian students a hundred 
years ago. 


BUT THE PROBLEM was — and 
this should surprise nobody — that 
several factions of street-naming 
philosophy sprang up at that post- 
Tu Bi'shyat meeting so long ago, 
and as a result Smolenskin was 
by-passed and had to wait several 
decades before getting. hia atrest. 
His reward for the delay was that 
‘he Is now elegantly ensconced in 
the north, and appropriately set 
between Mapu, the first Hebrew 
novelist, and ¥.L, Gordon, who, ag 
we know, was the greatest 
Hebrew poet of his day.

ONCE AGAIN the reader has 
heen assaulted by facts. But this 
time we have a real reward, 
provided we go back far enough In 
time, and down to the hotlom of 
Lilienblum — Tel Aviv's first 
dream palace, the Eden Cinema. 
It was bullt before World War I, in 
1913, by two partners, Weisser and 
Abarbanel, and [ὃ opened with a 
spectacle of ultimate relevance — 
THE LAST DAYS OF POMPEII. 

And we are back in our !rony 
gap, since Lilenblum was ab- 
solutely against escapist, roman- 
tle entertainment. He belleved 
that art (and we are using the 
term here very loosely, to em- 
brace entertainment) must 
reflect life as it really is; that fan- 
cy atyle is wrong and bad; that the 
purpose of art is to serve society; 
that most love postry is nothing 
but a repetition of what has been 
said many times before; and that 
we must be freed from the useless 
life of the imagination. 

“There ls no aim in life except 
life Itself," said Lilienblum. (Yes, 
but what are you going to do on 
Saturday night?) 

The name Eden, Tel Aviv's 
original monument to fleeting 
anti-Lilienblum fantasy, mostly 
Hollywood, was suggested by 
Simha (Gutman) Ben-Zion, 1870- 
1982, writer, educator, a founding 
father of Tel Aviv, whose street, 
Sderot Ben-Zion, runs from Kikar 
Habimah down to King George. 

Ben-Zion was the father of the 
painter and writer Nahum Gut- 
man, which gives us ἃ case of the 
father choosing a Hebrew name 
and the son reverting to the Euro- 
pean original. Nahum Gutman's 
drawings of Little Tel Aviv are 
among the most charming and 
evocative I know, done with 
humour, fantasy and love for that 
distant, blissful dawn. ἢ

Ing aketches ig of ‘‘the first con- 
cert in Tel Aviv.'' The romantic 
pair, violinist and pianist, enthrall 
the cultural crowd outside the hall 
with, almost certainly, the 
Kreuzer Sonata.

We were, however, im- 
mediately consoled by a amiall 
piece of boned breaat of duck serv. 
ed with peeled grapes, a delightful 
intermediate course, 

At this point, between sips of 
Grenache rosé wine, onc of my 
dining companions confided to me 
that her husband regularly toured 
France with a gastronomic 
guidebook, a rather frustrating 
practice in his case as he more or 
less observed kashrut and thus 
could rarely enjoy anything more 
than a grilled fish, if that. 

With this unhappy tale I faced 
the most intriguing dish of the 
evening, an ice prepared with 
parsley to freshen our palates for 
the main course. Although many 
might regard an ice served 
between main courses as an affec- 
tation, this particular offering 
was deliciously aromatic and a 
true pleasure.

WI HAD no sooner finished oui 
ice, however, when the orchestra, 
whieh had heen playing: lgght, 
soothing tunes, atopped, and the 
sounds of αι jarring record filled 
the air as background te a fashlon 
show, Inflicted on uy, no doubt, us 
punishment for our many sins.

All 
this was washed down ap- 
propriately by Cabernet Sclect. 

The penullimate course, half a 
pineapple filled with plneapple 
Ice, was nice, but not nearly as 
nice as the parsicy ice served 
earler. We ended with the 
obligatory sparkling wine, coffee 
and pelt! fours, with cognac and 
liqueurs for those desiring a night- 
cap.

The 1959 editlon mentioned 
Israeli Music Publications 00 
‘times. but Dr. Grandenwitz 
Manages to have hig house, in the 
third edition, mentioned roughly 
aboul 250 times. On the whole, 
however, his survey gives a truly 
comprehensive picture of the 
music written in Israel. 

Of course, he has his favourites. 
For example, Paul Ben-Halm — 
though undoubtedly the most 
prolifie composer in Israel — has 
some 16 pages of work analyses, 
while other, maybe equally {m- 
portant composers (like Tal, Par- 
tus, cfe.) have to be satisfied with 
four or five pages. The youngest. 
generation, which has still to 
prove its inettle, gets advance 
laurela. 

Leafing through the books, I 
found a few minor mistakes: ac:

The extended volume has not 
hecome bulkier. The catalogue of 
works in print has been omitted 
from this edition and has been 
replaced by a (shorter) [ἰδὲ in 
advertisements of the IMP. The 
pocketbook alze has been enlarged 
to proper book measurements. 
But is it fair for a publisher to 
write a ‘“‘Comprehensive Guide” 
and push his own wares so inten- 
sively? Although he occasionally 
mentions the Israel Music 
Institute in the text as publisher, 
this {mportant firm doca not have 
any mention in the appendix. For 
people outside the country there 
secms to be onty one firm dealing 
with the publications of Israeli 
Music: the Israeli Music 
Publications of Dr. Gradonwitz. 

Simultaneously with the guide, 
tho IMP has published a book en- 
titled Jews and Jewish Elements 


in δον"! Musir, by Dr. Joachim 
Braun, a fulrly recent immigrant 
from Soviet Russla, The en- 
eyclopacdic Musie and Musical 
Life in Soviet Russia, 117-1970, by 
Prof. Boris Schwartz (Norton, 
1972), gives only a general survey. 
without going Into specifics regard- 
ing Jewish musicians. This new 
book, therefore, has special im- 
portance for us. It is hased on 
Jews in Soviet Music published by 
the Hebrew University in June 
1977 as a research paper of the 
Soviet and East European 
Research Cenire. 

Dr. Braun hag three hooks on 
musicology to his credit and has 
also contributed numerous ar- 
ticles to books published in the 
Soviet Union. The expanded ver- 
sion of his paper appeared In book 
form Just in time for the World 
Congress on Jewish Music which 
took place this summer. 

I was rather taken aback when I 
saw the picture on the title page: a 
drawing of a woman carrying a 
violin case under her arm and a 
man going with an uncovered 
cello on his shoulder In a snow 
storm — a tremendously kitschy 
picture hardly suitable for a 
muslcological study. Inside, too, I 
found another tearjerker: 
“Nehama Lifshitz singing for 
Russlan Jewry.” For both, the

AS QUITE a few sentences did not 
make sense to me, I took up the 
Hebrew University research 
paper and found some really yp.

the author, he distressedly show.

publication. None of them wag 
used. His Ust pointa out that ther 
are some 500 mistakes in print or 
punctuation, some 140 In spelling, 
and some 10 illiterate additions to 


the original text. Surely a record _ 


in this field. 

As the subject of the book must 
raise great interest in wider 
circles, and the publication 
presents ἃ completely un. 
professional piece of work, put- 
ting the author into a very dublous 
light, remedial action is called 
for; it would be rather un-collegial 
of Grandenwitz to do such disser- 
vice by distributing this book in its 
present form. A lat of corrections 
would be quite large and would 
put the publisher to ridicule; on 
the other hand, this book cannot 
go out Into the world with all these 
mistakes and sloppy editing. Pity 
the scholar for the anguish he 
must experience to see his work 
demolished Ilke this. 0

(o return the koya. And the Copts 
were backed in their decision by 
the Turkish authorities. 

Tha Ethiopians claim they wore 
discriminated against by the 
Turka because they were not Οἱ- 
foman subjects. At any rate, ane 
by ono, they lost thelr hold on the 
Holy Places they controlled or had 
acecan to, and eventually they 
were ousted from the Holy 
Sepulchre. In order to milJntain 
some kind of presence, the 
Ethloplans were foreed to bulld 
Defr al-Sultan on the roof of the 
Chapel of St. Helona, which is part 
of the rambling and disjointed 
complex that waa built around the 
puppored spot of Jesus’ crucifix. 
lon. 

Relations between the various 
secls in this most reverod of 
Christian Holy Places are govern- 
ed by the status quo 88 it was laid 
down by the Turkish authorities in 
1803, which covers not only the 
rights of access that each sect has 
to the various parts of the Church, 
ie Αἰδο the usage of every object 
in it. 

When the Old City came under 
Israel! jurisdiction in 1067, the 
Position was still that the chapels 
remained permanently closed to 
the Ethiopian monks. 

‘This was particularly galling at 
Christmas and Easter tlme, when

One painting depicts the famous 
mecting between King Solomon 
and the Queen of Sheba, who, ac- 
cording to legend, actually ruled 
over Abyssinia. It 18 interesting 
that all the Jewa in the painting 
are white and all the Ethiopians. 
Including of course the Queen 
herself, are black. 

Before leaving, we took a look at 
the Monastery of St. Anthony, 
which Is built adjacent to the roof. 
The entrance to the compound is 
guarded by an Arab watchman, 
who makes his living by pointing 
out to visitors the Ninth Station of 
the Cross, situated Immediately 
outside Deir al-Sultan. The 
watchman required a bribe before 
he would let us into the 
monastery. It certainly presents 8 
contrast to the shoddy poverty of 
Deir al-Sultan. A row of freshly 
painted, two-storey houses ring a 
courtyard. The complex includes 
a school and a church. 


THE 65 ETHIOPIANS currently 
In Israel are concentrated, If that 
is the correct word, in five 
different places. Apart from Deir 
al-Sultan and the monastery on 
Ethiopia Street, there are the 
Archbishop's Resldence !n the Old 
City, a convent in Jericho and a 
monastery at Bethany. Three of 
the monks and one nun are her- 
mits. 

I learned from Father Abba 
Mezgebe Selassie that one can 
apply to become a hermit after 10 
years in an Ethiopian monastery. 
Being a hermit involves perma- 
nent partial fasting. The hermit at 
Bethany eats only plants and has 
not spoken for 25 years. 

Despite the troubles that have 
beset Ethiopia in recent years and 
the travel restrictions that are in 
force there, the number of Ethiopians 
who make the Easter pilgrimage 
to Jerusalem has been steadily in- 
creasing in recent years. Two 
hundred in 1977 as compared with - 
only 80 in 1975. The Ethioplans 
have also succecded in setting up 
gome ‘smali schools where the 
Ethiopian languages of Amharic 
and Geez (the ancient language), 
are taught. These Institutions are - 
open to Ethiopians and Israelis.

THE UNION of a fervent belief in 
God with a life-long habit of 
speculative investigation has 
always been considered 
Maimonides's most distinctive 
feature a8 a Jewish philosopher 
and scholar. This is apparent in 
all his works, but particularly in 
his letters, which Stitskin rightly 
considera essential to the un- 
dorstanding of Maimonides’, 
“authentic thought modes." 

All the well-known letters ara 
translated here, though not 
always in their entirety. There are 
extensive excerpts from 
Maimonides's Letter on Apostasy, 
addressed to the Jews of 
Maraeilies, to his disciple Joseph 
ibn Aknin, to his translator 
Samuel! ibn Tibbon, to Hasdai Ha- 
Levy and others. Also included 
are portions of Maimonidea'sa 
letter of moral instruction to his 
son Abraham and his response to 
Joseph ibn Gabir, a relatively un- 
known Baghdad Jew whose 
queries enabled Maimonides to 
Clarify points on which his 
authority was being challenged by 
Samuel ben Ali, head of the 
Talmudic Academy in Baghdad. 

Maimonides's Baghdad critics 
objected that his work denied the 
resurrection of the dead. The 
philosopher dismissed the allega- 
tion as malicious slander. 

On other occasions he emerges 
as an unrelenting teacher, in- 
sisting that his followers embrace 
only those assumptions accept- 
able to rational thought. In his 
letter to the Jews of Marseilles, he 
wrote: “Our eyes are set in the 
front and not in the back. One 
should therefore look ahead of 
him and not behind him. I have 
thus revealed to you with these 
words my whole heart.” 

Stitskin does a fine job of 
translation, though one may have 
some reservations about his selcc- 
tions. He provides a wealth of in- 
formation in his introductory 
remarks, and his footnotes are 
copious and relevant. But he 
regrettably omits Maimonides's 
remarkable reply to Obadiah, ἃ 
convert to Judaism from the Holy 
Land who seems to have felt in- 
ferior ‘‘by blood."

Pound himself, and Maude 
photographs the impostor in place 
of the poet. Years later, this 
deception is proof to her that truth 
is not to be found In photographs, 
not even in hers. 

Thus, the party that celebrates 
the opening of her retrospective Is 
attended by frauds, and the pic- 
ture palace of the exhibition is 
pure deception. Only in what 
Maude calls "the picture palace of 
my own memory,” in her mind's 
eye, is thore understanding and 
truth, And this is the ultimate ἱπ- 
sight of the novel: that 
photography, the ‘third eye” and 
a ubiquitous metaphor for modern 
vision, is in fact a mechanical 
imitation on both perception and 
life.O
